Become Big Issue 
In Political Battles 


Taf t Scores Demo Plan in 


Ohio GOP Keynote 


Address 


Columbus, O., Sept. 11—(AP) 


Sen. Robert A. Taft told fellow 
Ohio Republicans today that be- 
cause the Democratic administra- 
tion "failed in its foreign policy" 
this country is "in as much dan- 
ger from abroad as before the 
war." 


Keynoting- 
the 
party's state 


convention, Taft devoted approx- 
imately one-fifth of his prepared 
address to a critical review of in- 
ternational affairs. 


Domestically he predicted the 


election of Republican .majorities 
in both the senate and house this 
fall and said the GOP will "formu- 
late a program which President 
Truman can approve or disapprove 
at his peril." 


"In 1949. we intend to put that 


program into effect," added Taft, 
twice a favorite son presidential 
choice of Ohio Republicans and all 
but openly running for the 1948 
nomination. 


Taft said there is no reason why 


both parties should not agree on 
foreign policy "as long as our 
policy is governed solely by a pri- 
mary interest in the freedom of 
the American people^ and peace 
throughout the world to insure 
that freedom." 


"But." he added, "the only way 


to insure that result under condi- 
tions of today is to elect a Repub- 
lican congress."

Foreign Policy Issue 


Signs accumulated today that 


foreign policy, subordinated dur- 
ing wartime political campaigns, 
may become a major issue in this 
fall's congressional elections. 


Secretary of Commerce Wallace 


has served notice that he. for one.

He told reporters he will discuss 


what he referred to as the Re- 
publican contribution to peace aft- 
er the first World war and the one 
the Republicans might make "aft- 
er this war—if they get a chance."

Murder of Nurse; 


Injures Another 


Indianapolis, Sept. 11—(AP) — 


Miss Albert Green, 20, of Ml. Car- 
mel. 111., nurse at the Robert W. 
Long hospital, was slugged fatally 
and another nurse. Miss Betty Ov- 
erdeer, 20, of Indianapolis, was in- 
jured seriously by a man who 
broke into the hospital early to- 
day. 


Dr. John D. Van Nuys, director 


of the hospital, said Miss Ozelia 
Allen, 30, a maid, told him she en- 
countered the assailant when she 
left her room after hearing 
A. 


scream. She said the man was a 
negro. 


Miss Green died of a fractured 


skull two hours after the attack. 


Miss Overdeer was also hit on 


the head. She is in a critical con- 
dition. 


Dr. Van Nuys said the man 


broke into the hospital through a 
screened window. 


From Miss Allen and from other 


persons -in the hospital, Dr. Van. 
Nuys said he pieced together this 
story of the attack on the two 
nurses: 


The assailant broke through a 


screened window about 3:30 a. in. 
He encountered Miss Green and 
slugged her, apparently with a 
club. 


Miss Overdeer found the injured 


nurse and was bending over to aid 
her when she too was slugged. 


Miss Allen, hearing a scream. 


saw the assailant run down a cor- 
ridor. The man fled into a room, 
then ran back into the corridor 
and finally escaped through the 
window by which he gained en- 
trance. 


Police summoned to the hospital, 


which is a part of the Indiana uni- 
versity medical center, began a. 
roundup of suspects in a nearby 
negro district. 


Dr. Van Nuys said the attack on 


the two nurses was "unprovoked."

Sept. 28 in Polo may go a long 
way toward solving a severe hous 
ing problem in that community 
if the city's Civic league is suc- 
cessful in purchasing the four ant 
a half acres of land to be offered 
for sale. 


The Civic league, which func- 


tions as a chamber of commerce, 
has blueprints ready now, it is re- 
ported, for a project to estab- 
lish a subdivision containing 24 
lots, including sewer lines, street 
extensions, 
sidewalks, gas 
and 


electricity. And each lot in the 
project wil Ibe sold to war vetl 
erans at cost, which is estimated 
between S3T5 and S400. 


The whole town is behind the 


plan. Cooperating with the league 
in the venture are the city council, 
Ogle county housing 
authority, 


American Legion and the Illinois 
Northern Utilities. 


The league is prepared to spend 


as much at $2,500 to get the prop- 
erty, it was revea'ed today, and 
the' city has agreed to extend the 
streets and sewer lines into the 
subdivision, work which is estimat- 
ed to cost 55,000. The utility com- 
pany will erect street lights anci 
extend electrical and gas connec- 
tions. The costs will be pro-rated 
and included in the purchase price 
of the lots.

the funeral and burial. 


He said General Eisenhower, 


now in Washington, was expected 
m Abilene tomorrow afternoon.
